DEATH'S GRASP 


A Train Caught by a Cyclone and 
Hurled From the Track. 


Coaches and Tender Thrown a Dis- 
tance of Twenty Fest, 


TWO PERSONS KILLED, ONE FATALLY 
AND OTHERS SERIOUSLY INJURED, 


Graphic Stories of the Cenducter and 
Engineer — Like @ Flash the Cleud 
Came and Grapple? With the Train 
While Ranning Twenty Miles an Nour 
—A Passenger s Statement—Names eof 
Killed and Weunded, 


CHARLESTON, Mo., S@pt. 18.—A terrible 
catastrophe happened to a west-bound pas- 
senger train yesterday afternoon at 8 o’clook 
just within the city limits. A cyclone struck 
train No. 47 on the Cairo Branch of the Iron 
Mountain Rallroad, completely lifting it of 
the track and overturning each coach, leav. 
ing the engine still ou the track but almost 
turned over. 

KILLED AND INJURED.

The cyclone came without a moment’s 
warning and destroyed everything it 
touched. Besides demolishing the train it 
blew down a house near the rallroad, up- 
rooting and Dreaking down, large sycamore 
trees fully two feet in diameter. 

ENGINEER HILL'S sTORY. 

Engineer Hill’s story to the Postr-DIsPaTCH 
correspondent well describes the horror of 
the storm. Hesaid: ‘‘As we left the station 
Ithought we were going to have a littie 
shower, and I ciosed the cab 
windows on my side, directing 
my fireman, Louis E. Wallemate, to 
do the same. We were jus outside the yard 
limits and hed only attained a speed of about 
twenty miles an hour. I looked out of my 
cab toward the south and I saw the clouds 
coming very fast, Dat did not realize the 
power that was soon to be demonstrated. The 
clouds seemed to de ln great confusion, and 
they nastily formed into the well-known and 
feared funne)-shaped Geath-dealer. In 
an instant I realized the situation, shut off 
the steam and applied the air and glancing 
brake. I saw the coaches were being lifted 
up, and in less time than Jean tell you, the 
coaches and tender were wrenched from my 
engine and the storm had passed. 

CONDUCTOR LOWERS’ STATEMENT. 

Conductor Lowers said: Wen thé storm 
came upon the train I was collecting tickets 
and had not noticed anything unusual till it 
was upon us. Missiles were buried against 
the car, breaking the windows, and,in an 
instant the coaches were overturned, lying 
about fifteen feet from the track. The 
car in which I was was filled 
with the shrieks of the women and children 
and the groans of men. Extricating myself 
as quickly as possibile I hastened to relieve 
those less fortunate than 
We found the y 
Freddie McUlellan under „ and 
very bady mangied. Then a new terror pre- 
sented itself. Flames were seen in the rear 
of the train, but by the quick action of 
Brakeman Cartwell it was soon 
tinguished, thus averting an 
worse horror. We aid all we 
could to alleviate the suffering people, givy- 
ing them every comfort possible. It wag the 
most serious wreck lever saw, and had we 
been running forty miles an hour the ligt of 
killed and injured would have been three 
times as great. 

As soon as it became Known that the 
wreck had occurred the physicians of the 
city were called, and citizens lent willing 
hands to the wounded. 

The cycione seems to have been purely 
local, not extending more than two and a 
half miles and not over fifty yards wide, and 
its path seems to indicate that in its passage 
it struck the earth and bounded upwar * 
alighting a short distance, and again re- 
bounding throughout its course until its 
force was spent.

New York, Sept. 13.—First. In the arti¢le 
written by me about suicide and published 
in THE WORLD and the st. Louis Posr-D1s- 
PATCH the ground was taken that ‘‘under 
many circumstances a man has the right to 
kill himself. 


This has been attacked with great fury by 
clergymen, critics and the writers of let- 
ters. These people contend that the Mght of 
self-destruction does not and cannot exist. 
They insist that life is the gift of God and

that he only has the right to end the days of 
men; that it is our duty to bearthe sorrows 
that he sends with grateful patience. Some 
have denounced suicide as the worst of 
crimes—worse than the murder of another. 

The first question, then, Is: 

Hasa man under any circumstances the 
right to Kill himself? A man is being slowly 
Gevoured by a cancer, his agony is intense, 
his suffering all that nervescan feel. His 
life is slowly being taken. Is this the work 
of the good God? Did tbe compassionate 
God create the cameer so that it might feed 
on the quivering flesh of this victim? 


This man suffering agonies beyoad the 
imagination to conceive, is of no use to him- 
self. His lite is but a succession of pangs. 
He is of no use to his wife, his children, his 
friends or society. Day after day he is ren- 
dered unconscious by drugs that namb the 
nerves and put the braln to sleep. Has he 
the right to render himself unconscious? Is it 
proper for him to take refuge in sleep? 
If there be a good God I cannot Belleve that 
he takes pleasure tn the sufferings of men— 
that he gloats over the agonies of his chil- 
dren. It there be a good God, he will, to the 
extent of his power, lessen the evils of life, 
80, I insist that the man belageaten by the 
cancer—a burden to himself and others—use-- 
less in every way, has the right to end Bis 
pain and pass through happy see to dream- 
less rest. But those who have answered me 
would say to this man: 

et is your duty to be devoured, The good 
Goa wishes you to suffer. Your life is the 
gift of God. You hold it in trust, and you 
have no right to end it. The cancer is the 
creation of God, and itis your duty to fur-

They areof the 
opinion that jt is impossible for one to be 
moral or. g00d unless he believes in some 
being far above himself. 
In this connection we migut ask how God 
can de moral or good unless he believes in 
some being superior to himself. 
Whatis morality? It is the best thing to 
do under the circumstances. What isthe 
best thing todo under the circumstances? 
That which will increasethesum of human 
happiness, or lessen it the least. Happiness 
in tte highest, noblest form is the only good, 
that which increases or preserves§ of creates 
happiness is moral—that which decreases it, 
or puts it in peril, ie immoral, 
It is not hard for an @theist—for an unbe- 
Mever—to keep his hands out of the fre. He 
knows that berning his hands will not in- 
crease his well-being, and he is moral 
enough to ceep them out of the fames. 
So it may be said that each man acts ac- 
cording to hig intelligence so far as what he 
considers his own good is concerned. Some- 
times he is ewayed by parsion; by prejudice, 
Dy ignorance, but when he is really intelli- 
gent, master of himself, he does what he be- 
Neves is best for him. If he is intelligent 
enough he knows that what is realiy good for 
him is good for others—for all the world. 
It is impossible for me to see why any de- 
lief in the supernatural is necessary to have 
a Keen perception of right and wrong. 
Very many mne have the — capac- 
ity to suffer and enjoy, and dave im- 
agination enough to give the same capacity 
tojothers, have within themselves the natura! 
dasis of all morality. The idea of morality 
was born here, inthis world, of the ex- 
perience, the intelligence of mankind. 
Morality ie not of supernatural origin. It 
aid not fall from the clouds and it needs no 
belief inthe supernatural, no sopernatural 
promises or thréats, no supernatural heavens 
or hells to give it force of life. Sudjects who 
are governed by the threats and promises of 
a King are merely slaves. They are not gov- 
erned by the ideal, by noble views of right 
and wrong. They are obedient cowards, 
controlled by fear, or beggars governed by 
rewards—by aime, 

Right and wrong exist in thé nature of 
things, Murder was just as-crigiinal before 
as atter the promulgation of the ten com 
mand ments

Ifthis infinitely good God loves his 
children ia this world he will love them in 
another. It he loves a man when he is alive 
he wiil not hate him the instant he ig dead. 

If we are the children of an infinitely wise 
and powerful Gcd, he knew exactly what we 
would Go—the temptatibus that we could 
and could not withstand; knew exactly the 
effect that everything would have upon us; 
knew under what circumstances we would 
take our lives—and produced tuch circum- 
stances himself, It is perfectiy apparent 
that there are many peeple incapable by 
nature Of bearing the burdens of ‘life, inca- 
pable of. preserving their mental poise in 
stress and strain of disaster, disease and léss, 
and who, by fallure, by misfortune and want 
are driven to despair and insanity, in whose 
darkened minds there comes, like a flash of 
lightning in the night, the thodght of death, 
a thought so strong, se vivid that all fear is 
lost, all ties broken, all duties, all obliga- 
tions, all hopes forgotten, andnaught re- 
mains except a fierce and wild desire to die. 
Thousands and thousands: become moody, 
melancholy, brood upon loss of money, of 
friends, until roason abdicates and frenzy 
takes possession of the soul. If there Dean 
infinitely wise aad powerful God, all this 
was known to him from the beginning, and 
he so created things, established relations, 
putin operation causes and effects that all 
that has happened was the necessary result 
of bis own acts. 

THE GOSPEL OF GOOD NATURE, 

9. Nearly all who have tried to answer 
what I said have deen exceedingly careful 
to misquote me and then answer something 
that I never uttered. They have declared 
that I bave advised people who were in 
trouble, somewhat annoyed,to kill them- 
selves; that I have told men who have lost 
their money, who had failed in business, who 
were not in good health, to kill themselves 
at once, without taking into consideration 
any dut that they owed to wives, children, 
kriends or society. 

No man has a right to leave his wife to 
fight the battle alone if doe is able to belp. 
No man has a right to desert his chtidren if 
he can possibiy be of use. As long as he can 
add to the comfort of those he loves, as long 
as he can stand between wifeand misery, 
between child and want, as jong as be can 
be of use, it 10 his duty te remain. I believe 
in the cheerful view, in looking at the sunny 
side of things, in bearing with fortitude the 
evils of life, in struggling against adversity, 
in finding the fuel of laughter even in disas- 
ter, in having comfidence in to-morrow, in 
finding the pearl of joy amid the flints and 
Shards, and in changing hy the alchemy of 
patience even evil things to good. I Delieve 
in the gospel of cheerfulness, of courage apd 
good natere. . 

Of the future 1 have ho fear. My fate is 
the fateof the World, of all that live. My 
anxieties ave about this life, this world. 
About the phantoms called gods and their 
im possible hells, I have no oare, no fear. 

I neither affirm nor deny, I hope. for all 
of the children of men. I nave never denied 
the existence of another world, nor the im- 
mortality of the soul. For many years! have 
said that the idea of immortality, that like a 
sea hasebbed and flowed in the human 
heart, with its cotntless waves of hope, fear, 
beating against the shores and rocks of time 
and fate, was not born of any book, nor 
of any creed, nor of any religion. It was 
porn of human affection and will continue 
to ebb and flow beneath the mists and clouds 
of Goubt and darkness as long as love kisses 
the Ups ot dean. f 5 oe

suffer to the last; thatthe helpless wretches 


that the exiles in Siberia,loaded with chains,

scarred with the knout, live on; that the in- 
curables, whose every breath is a pang, and 
for whom the futare has only pain, still fear 
the merciful touch and clasp of death. 

It is Dat a few steps ut most from the cradle 
to the grave—a short journey.

The Board of Health went outside of its 
proper province when it embodied in its 
order for the abatement of the nuisances 
in the South Side sanitary reduction 
works an explanation of the cause of the 
nuisance.

It is not incumbent on the board to dis- 
cover or explain the cause of the nuisance, 
nor to indorse directly or by implication 
the process employed in the 
works. Nor is it becoming in the 
Board towugrest exouses for the existence 
of the nuisance in the works. Mr. Butler 
has shown himself fully capable of finding 
all the excuses which oan be urged in ex- 
tenuation of the guilt of his smell factory. 
In helping him to extenuate its nuisance 
| feature the board is only giving suspicious 
indication of his powerful pull. 

The nuisance isthe board’s only con- 
cern and the abatement of it within a rea- 
sonable time ite sole duty. Having de- 
cided the nuisance question against the 
company it must enforce its decision at 
any cost. The people who suffer havea 
right to demand this conclusion of the 
matter.

An Insight Into the Workings of the 
Companies Gives State Department. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 18.—An insight 
into the working of the Japanese Emigration 
companies has been furnished the State De- 
partment at its request by Consul E. J. 
Smithers of Hiago. These companies are or- 
ganized with the sanction of the Government 


and are taxed. 
The contract is so drawn that the company 


appears to stand in the light of a guardian 
over its charge, while above the company is 
the Government assuming to see to it that 
the contractis observed on the partof the 
company. 
This contract is for a term of three years. 
It —— the emigration company to pro- 
cure a passport for the emigrant, to make all 
arrangements for his passage and through 
its agents to assist him in obtaining em- 
34 when he reaches his destination. 
is to pay the expenses of his passage. in 
the everat of iliness or other distress, the 
agents are to assist him to return to 
Japan if necessary. W hea the 
emigrant comes under the protection 
of the Japanese authorities abroad or is sent 
back to his home os them, the company is 
bound to indemaify the authorities, while 
the emigrant or his vearantes are lia ble to 
the company inturn for the expenditures. 
The emigrant must have the signature of 
two guaranteers to bis contract (bondsmen 
they would be called ia this eoustrz) who 
are responsible for his character and for his 
conduct during the term of the contract. ; 
For all ofthese advantages the emigrant 
pays to the company the sum of 7 yen.
